REV. LOYAL YOUNG GRAHAM, Jr. 


Rev. Loyal Young Graham, Jr., Thirteenth Pastor 
of Central Presbyterian Church, passed from this earthly 
life to life eternal on Sunday morning, December 20th, 
1936, after a brief illness, He was born in Philadelphia, 
the youngest son of Rev. Loyal Young Graham, D.D., 
Pastor of the Olivet Presbyterian Church of Philadel- 
phia forty years, and Sarah Jane McCoy Graham. 


He was Ordained and Installed Pastor of the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church, Narberth, Pa., December 22nd, 
1896, at the age of 22 years, serving that Church four- 
teen years. Going from there to the First Presbyterian 
Church of Rahway, N. J., where he served for twelve 
years, coming to Central Church March 27th, 1922, 
serving until December 20th, 1936, when he was called 
to the Church Triumphant. His body was laid to rest 
in the West Laurel Hill Cemetery, Philadelphia, on 
Tuesday, December 22nd. He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Florence Ketcham Graham and two children, Mrs. 
Emily McCoy Graham Munro and Loyal Ketcham 
Graham, and mourned by many friends.
